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Foreword 



In the interest of making available a complete statistical picture of American 
education, the National Center for Educational Statistics of the U.S. Office of Education 
fields a survey every 5 years covering nonpublic schools/xhis publicatson presents the , 
results obtained from the mbst recent Survey of Nonpublic Elementary and Secondary 
^Education (1970-71)./ 

' Ifi recent years there has been much concern expressed over the status and future of 
schools operated under nonpublic auspices. The' data included in this report present a 
measurement of the scope of this segment of the American educational system, and 
describe some of the characteristics of the schools comprising the nonpublic sector. It is 
hoped that these basic statistics will provide needed information for those studying the 
problems of nonpublic educational enterprises and that this information will prove of 
assistance to the researchers and legislators involved in the field of nonpublic education./ 

To be successful, surveys of nonpublic schools require the voluntary cooperation of a 
variety of organizations. Many State education agencies assisted the U.S. Office of 
Education in the data-collection activities for tliis survey, snd several of the organizations 
representing various types of nonpublic schools urged their m(;i7iber schools to cooperate 
by returning the- completed questionnaire. Also, the National Cfitholic Educational 
Association gathered and edited the required data for Roman Catholic schools under a 
U.S. Office of Education grant. Decision Studies Group, of V/ashington, D.C., under 
contract, gathered the data for the non-Catholic schools and. tabulated the results ofthe 
entire survey. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the cooperating agencies, without whose aid 
tliis study would not have been possible.

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Introduction 



Nonpublic schools have played a significant role in 
the American educational process since the earliest 
period of the Nation. Beginning, with the first semi- 
private institutions established in New England (elite 
private academies designed to serve the educational 
needs of colonial communities) through the one-room 
sectarian schools scattered througliout rural areas to the 
large Roman Catholic parochial schools (established 
following the Tliird Plenary Council at Baltimore in 
1884), the nature of these schools Has changed as the 
character of the country has changed. 

It was not until the late 19th century that public 
schools began to dominate the American educational 
enterprise. Since that time increasing enrollment in 
public schools has steadily outdistanced any increases in 
onpubltc school enrollment, with public schools edu- 
cating a steadily increasing percentage of the total 
number of elementary and secondary pupils. By 
1970-71, only 10 percent of subcollegiate pupils were 
attending schools operated under nonpublic auspices 
(table A). 

Despite the overall enrollment percentage decrease, 
nonpublic schools continue to serve specific needs for 
that segment of the population electing not to send their 
children to public schools. The individual reasons for 
parents making this choice are as varied today as they 
were a century ago, reflecting that diversity so character- 
istic of the American people. The decision of parents to 
pay the additional expense of a nonpublic school is 
frequently based on their belief thatMhe public schools 



do not offer that particular emphasis which tliey desire 
in their children's education, be this religious instruc- 
tion, individualized attention, experimental teaching 
techniques, ethnic integration or homogeneity, or a 
higlnly disciplined academic environment. 

Concern over the role played by nonpublic schools in 
the United States has increased in recent years, 
prompted by the reports that large numbers of nonpub- 
lic schools have found it necessary to close their doors 
when confronted with rising educational costs and 
higher parental expectations. The impact of this phe- 
nomenon has been felt primarily by Roman Catholic 
schools, which ^constitute the great bulk of the nonpub- 
lic sector. In contrast, recent data show other types of 
nonp^ublic schools expaijiding in response to :various 
demands for an alternative to public education. But they 
too express concern over their ability to improve the 
quality of their educational offerings while having to 
meet rising costs. 

This report is intended to provide basic statistics on 
nonpublic schools for those concerned with a compre- 
hensive view of the educational system in America, and 
in particular for those interested in the place of 
nonpublic schools in this system. 

Scope and Limitations of the Survey 

I . Nonpublic schools are defined as schools which are 
privately controlled by a nonpublic entity and are 
financed from sources other than public taxation or

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public grants. Included are parochial schools; privately 
operated schools providing education equivalent to that 
of the public elementary and secondary schools for 
students who are deaf, blind, mentally retarded, or who 
have other types of physical or mental exceptionality; 
private college preparatory schools or military acad- 
emies; "finishing" schools; and practice or laboratory 
schools of private colleges and universities.^ 

Data in this report reflect the status 'of nonpublic 
elementary and secondary schools in the 50 States and 
the District of Columbia as of the fall of 1970. The 
information -was collected as part of the "Survey of 
Nonpublic Elementary and Secondary Education, 
1970-71." This survey was conducted in two segments, 
with Roman Catholic schools surveyed by the National 
Catholic Educational Association under a U.S. Office of 
Education grant, and other-than-Catholic schools sur- 



veyed by a separate company under contract. 

While the survey was originally intended to cover the 
entire universe of nonpublic schools, low response rates 
arhong non-Catholic schools niade.it necessary to select a 
subsample of the nonrcsponding non-Catholic schools 
for a special followup effort. The resulting sanipic data 
were used to inflate to national and regional totals for 
this missing segment of schools. Figures for Catholic 
schools in this report represent only those schools which 
responded to the survey (95 percent). These points must 
be kept in rnind when referring to the tables included in 
this publication. 

The Technical Appendix to this report describes in 
detail the methods used in conducting the survey. A 
more complete discussion of data limitations and spe- 
cific measures of the extent of sampling and sampling 
reliability is also contained in the Technical Appendix. ^ 
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Hisjtorical 

Enrollments ^ 

Data collected during the 1970-71 school year indi- 
cate that enrollments among nonpublic schools, which 
reached a peak in the mid-60's, have continuously 
declined since then. Between the 1960-61 and 1970-71 
school years, a drop of 10 percent in enrollments was 
reported for all nonpublic schools (table i). This decrease 
is almost entirely attributable to the decline in Roman 
Catholic schools, which lost 19.3 percent of their 
enrollment over the 10-year period. Nonreligious- 
affiliated schools demonstrated a growth in enrollment 
of 90.8 percent for the sume period, and other-than- 
Catholic religious-affiliated schools reported a 47.0 
percent increase (table i). But, since Catholic schools 
represent such a large proportion of nonpublic school 
enrollments, their decrease offsets the considerable 
growth occurring among the remaining types of nonpub- 
lic schools. However, while the overall national enroll- 
ment in nonpublic schools declined^ such enrollment in 
the Southeast region rose 31.6 percent. This was the 
only region to report an increase. 

The fluctuations in nonpublic school enrollment 
affect public school enrollments. Just since the 1968-69 
school year, nonpublic school enrollment has fallen from 
11.5 percent to \0A percent of t||ie total enrollment in 
elementary and ^secondary schools (tables ii and B). On a 
percentage basis, public schools in the New England 
region have had to absorb a greater proportion of lost 
nonpublic school enrollment than have the public, 
schools in other regions. The Mideast and Plains regions 
follow New England in their proportional losses of 
nonpublic school enrollment as a percent of total 
enrollment. 

. In constrast to the remainder of the Nation, public 
schools in the Southeast have lost enrollment to nonpub- 
lic schools. Data based on a special universe survey 
conducted in 1968-69 of all public and nonpublic 
schools show that 5.3 percent of the elementary and 
secondary enrollment in the Southeast was in nonpublic 
schools, whereas tliis figure rose to 6.1 percent in 
1970-71. The greatest change in the profile of school 
enrollment in any State occurred in Mississippi, where 
■ nonpublic schools absorbed an additional 7.7 percentage 
points of the total enroliment between 1968-69 and 

erJc . 



Summary 

1970-71. In fact, the 47,000 enrollment increase in 
nonpublic schools in fall 1970 just about matched the 
decrease in that State's public school enrollment. This 
type of change is the exception rather than the rule, 
with only 10 States (eight of these in the Soutiieast 
region) reporting a shift in enrollment toward nonpublic 
schools. ^ 

Characteristics of Schools 

In i?(:0'6\. 72.6 percent of the nonpublic elementary 
schools and 62.3 percent of the nonpublic secondary 
schools were operated under Roman Catholic auspices 
(table A). Reports for the 1970-71 school year reflected a 
changing pattern, with only 64.2 percent of the elemen- 
tary schools and 50.2 percent of the secondary schools 
operated by agencies of the Catholic church. Nonaffiliated 
elementary schools rose from 7.1 percent of the total 
number of nonpublic schools in'1960-61 to 12.5 percent 
in 1970-71. Nonaffiliated secondary schools rose from 
19.4 percent to 29.8 percent of the nationwide total 
during the same depade. The number of other-than- 
Catholic religious-affiliated schools rcise from 20.3 per- 
cent of total nonpublic schools at the elementary level in 

^ 1960-61 to 23.3 percent in 1970-71; at the secondary 
level, their share rose ft-om 1 8.3 percent to 20.0 percent of 
all nonpublic schools. \' ' 

The cjownward trend of pupil-teacher ratios observed 
in earlier surveys of nonpublic schools continued 
through 1970-71. Data for that year show that the 

. average elementary school teacher was instructing 26.9 
pupils as opposed to 37.5 pupils in 1960-61 (table B), 
At the secondary level, the pupil-teacher ratio wa^ down 
from 18.8 in 1960-61 to 17.3 in 1970-71. Roman 
Catholic schools stiir reported the highest piipil-teacher 
ratios at both levels (30.5 and 20.8, respectively tables 
10 and 11), althougli they too have been considerably 
lowered from previous figures. 

I The 1970-71 data also revealed a -downward trend in 
school size, with the average nonpublic school enrolling 
292.8 pupils, down from a high of 316.1 in 1965-66 
■(table B). Despite the smaller number of pupils per 
school, the average number of teachers per school has 
risen, demonstrating the impact of reduced pupil-teacher 
ratios. In 1960-61, there was an average of 9*9 teachers 



in each nonpublic school; in 1970-71, there were 12.3 
(table B). 

While nonpublic schools in general are growing 
smaller, the smallest schools are being phased out more 
rapidly ^Jian the larger ones. Between the 1968-69 and 
1970-71 surveys, the number of elementary schools with 
fewer than 100 pupils declined 18 percent, and the 
number of secondary schools of this size dropped 57 
percent. However, the schools with 100 to 299 pupils 
show a different trend. The secondary schools of this 
size decreased by only 8.2 percent over the 2-year 
period, while the elementary schools increased by 5.8 
percent. 

Age of Schools 

Item 2 of the survey questionnaire requested the 



respondent to enter the year in which the school was 
founded. Of the 14,885 schools answering this question, 
2,616 reported that they had been founded prior to the 
turn of the 20th century. Over half (7,518) of the 
responding nonpublic schools in operation during the 
1970-71 school year had opened between 1900 and 
1954. 

Schools organized after 1954 represented 31:9. per- 
cent of the total (table 33). Of these nonpublic schools, 
. an average of 346 opened each year irom 1955 to 1964. 
This rate dropped to an annual rate of 194 between 
1965 and 1969, but the new fall term in 1970 saw 325 
nonpublic schools opening their doors for the first time. 
Over 50 percent of these schools founded in the fall of 
1970 reported that they were independent of any 
religious affiliation, and only 21.5 percent were Roman 
Catholic.

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Basic L.atistics of Nonpublic Schools 



In the 1970-71 survey, a total of 16,453 reporting 
schools' were operating under nonpublic auspices (table 
1). Of these, 12,865 offered instruction at only the 
elementary level (table 2), 2,472 offered instruction at 
only ihe secondary level (table 3), and 1,116 combined 
schools offered instruction at both the elementary and 
secondary levels (table 4). 

The reader, will notice that, among the basic tables 
included in this report, the three types of schools are 
dealt with separately. However, witliin other tables, 
particularly historical tables, schools are classified ac- 
cording to whether they offer elementary or secondary 
level instruction; in such cases, combined schools were 
counted in both categories and are so noted in a 
footnote to the table. 

Schools by Affiliation 

Roman Catholic schools outnumber all other types of 
nonpublic schools combined. In 1970-71, there were 
10,770 Catholic schools reported, representing 65.5 
percent of the total number of nonpublic schools 
covered in this report (table C). Thirteen percent of the 
nonpublic schools reported that they were not affiliated 
with any religious group. Among the other-than-CathoIic 
religious-affiliated schools, Lutheran schools were most 
numerous (1,354), followed \by the 658 Seventh-day 
Adventist schools. The next largest number of schools, 
429, is found jn the category entitled '*other affiliated." 
Appro.ximately 300 of the schools in. this category are 
operated by the Old Order Mennonite and Amish sects. 
The Teachers* Directory, 1970 of Amish schools reports 
an increase of over 200 percent in the number of scliools 
operated by these sects since 1960. The largest concen- 
trations of their .schools, almost exclusively elementary, 
are located in Pennsylvania and Ohio, 



The estimated total number of nonpublic seliools actually 
operating in 1970 was in excess ot' 17»000. Some identifying 
data on most non responding schools were obtained from State 
education aj^encios and arc on file, but a lack of consistency in 
details precluded their inclusion in the data file used for this 
report.

Christian Reformed schools have traditionally repre- 
sented a sizable segment of the other-than-Catholic 
religious-affiliated schools. However, 1970-71 data show 
only 146 of the schools, as compared with 227 in 
1968-69. This difference does not represent the closing 
of schools, but rather a change in reporting by respon- 
dents. Many schools, reporting in 1968-69 as associated 
with the Christian Reformed church, reported in 
1970-71 that they accepted pupils of all Protestant 
beliefs, regardless of church affiliation and therefore 
classified themselves as nonaffiliated schools. They are 
usually members of the National Union of Christian 
Schools, which now describes itself as "Calvinist." The 
self-classification was accepted for the 1970 survey. 

The nonpublic school profile in each of the eight 
regions of the United States varies markedly when the 
religious affiliation of schools in each region is ex- 
amined. A relatively high percentage of nonaffiliated 
ivchools is characteristic of the Southeast and New Eng- 
!Iand. In the Southeast, 28.4 percent of the schools were 
^reported as nonaffiliated; in New England, 24,0 percent 
were nonaffiliated. The share of nonaffiliated schools in 
each of the remaining six regions ranged from a higli of 
16.2 percent in the Far West to a low of 4.9 percent in 
both the Great Lakes and Plans regions (table C). 

Wnile Roman Catholic schools represented 65.5. 
percent of the total number of nonpublic schools 
nationally, the extent of their predominance fluctuates 
among regions. This is reflected in the contrast between 
the Southeast, where oniy 47.7 percent of the nonpublic 
schools were Catholic, and the Mideast region, where 
74.5 percent were Catholic. However, even in the 
Southeast, where their representation is lowest, Roman 
Catholic schools outnumber any other single type of 
nonpublic school. 

The relative numbers of other-than-Catholic affiliated 
schools also vary considerably among regions. The Great 
Lakes region and the Plains region are characterized by a 
significant number of Lutheran schools. In the Great 
Lakes region, 15.2 percent of all nonpublic schools were 
Lutheran in 1970-71; in the Plains region, 18.1 percent 
of the schools were of the same affiliation. Seventh-day 
Adventist schools placed third in each of these regions, 
representing about 3 percent of the total.

In the Southwest region, 10.1 percent of the nonpub- 
lic schools were reported as Lutheran and 7.8 percent as 
Episcopal. Within the Rocky Mountain region, Seventh- 
day Adventist schools were second in number to Roman 
Catholic schools, representmg 13.0 percent of the total; 
an additional 9.9 percent of the schools in this region 
were Lutheran-operated. Seventh-day Adventist schools 
were well representee? in the Far West also (11.0 
percent), as were Lutheran schools (7.5 percent). 

Of the remaining types of less frequently reported 



affiliated schools. Baptist schools represented a larger 
proportion of schools in the Far West and Southwest 
than in other regions (3.9 and 2.7 percent, respec- 
tively). Jewish schools were most numerous in the 
Mideast, where they represented 4.0 percent of all 
nonpublic schools. In that region, among affiliated 
schools, Jewish schools were outnumbered only by 
Roman Catholic schools. In fact, 170 of the 255 
Jewisli schools reporting nationwide were located in 
the Mideast (table C). 
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Enrollment Size of Schools 

Slightly over 60 percent of the schools operated 
under nonpublic auspices had fewer than 300 pupils 
enrolled in 1970-71 (table D). An additionaJ 20.6 
percent reported between 300 and 499 pupils on their 
rolls. Only 81 (0.5 percent) of the nonpublic schools had 
1,500 or more pupils, while 385 (2.3 percent) had 1,000 
to 1,499 pupils. 

Size of school appears to be related to the affiliation 
of the school. Seventh-day Adventists, Lutherans, and 
affiliations included under the "other" category tend to 
operate smaller schools than do the remaining religious 
groups. Ail three of these groups showed more than 90 
percent of their schools as having fewer than 300 pupils 
enrolled (t^ble E). The small school size may reflect a 
limited range of grades offered, such as elementary only 
or grades 7 to 10, or location in sparsely populated rural 
areas. The lowest percentage of small schools (schools 
with fewer than 300 pupils) was found in the Roman 
Catholic sector (49.9 percent). 

Larger nonpublic scliools-i.e„ those with 500 or 
more pupils-tended to be most prevalent among schools 
operated by the Society ui friends, with iv.j percent of 
their schools falling into this category. Among Catholic 
schools, 24.3 percent had 500 or more pupils enrolled. 
Of the 81 schools with 1,500 or more pupils, 77 were 
Roman Catholic schools. 

Table E also shows the average number of pupils per 
school by affiliation. The average Roman Catholic 
school, with 383.9 pupils, was larger than any other type 
of nonpublic school. Friends schools represented the 
second largest enrollment size, with an average of 313.3 
pupils per school. Conversely, Seventh-day Adventists,

with 75.7 percent of their schools enrolling fewer than 
100 pupils, had an average enrollment siie of 81.3 
pupils. 

Average school size also tends to vary among regions, 
with the largest schools being found in the Mideast 
(396.1 pupils). The Great Lakes region and New England 
also showed a larger average size for their schools (335.5 
and 299.6, respectively) than the other regions. The 
smallest average school size was found in the Rocky 
Mountain region; there, the average nonpublic school 
had 186!l pupils enrolled. School size in the remaining 
regions was fairly well distributed between these ex- 
tremes. 

Grade Span of Schools 

The majority of nonpublic schools (13,981) reported 
that they were offering some elementary grades. In 
1970-71, there were 9,162 schools beginning at the 
preprimary level or grade 1 and extending througli grade 
8; these represeirtsd 55.6 percent of all nonpublic 
schools (tables 20 and F). It is not possible to determine 
from the tabulations exactly how many of these schools 
considered grades 7 and 8 as secondary. Elementary 
schools beginning with preprimary or grade 1 and 
extending through grade 6 comprised only 8.5 percent 
of the total number of nonpublic schools. For the same 
school year, 2.3 percent of tlie nonpublic schools 
offered preprimary or grade 1 through grade 9. This 
lengthened elementary grade span results when an 
elementary school adds a ninth grade in response to 
parental demand or temporary lack of space in a high 
school. Since these schools frequently chose to report 
their entLe enrollment as elementary, it may be assumed 
that few or no specific modifications in the curriculum 
organization are made for upper level pupils in these 
schools. 

The most common type of organization for nonpub- 
lic schools offering secondary level instruction was 
represented by the grade span of 9 through 12 or 
postgraduate; 12.1 percent of the nonpublic schools 
' were operating on this basis in 1970-71. Among schools 
offering both an elementary and a secondary curriculum, 
the most common grade range was from preprimary or 
grade 1 through grade 12, with 3.8 percent of the 
schools fitting this pattern (table F). 

A sizable number of schools (2,652) are shown under 
the heading "other". The variety of grade spans included 
in this category is widely distributed among numerous 
grade combinations, each representing a very small 
proportion of the total. It is impractical to break the 
category down more finely for presentation. 

In an attempt to further analyze the characteristics of 
schools offering specified grade spans, the average

number of pupils per grade in each type of orgariiza- 
tion has been computed. Table F illustrates that 
average grades in schools with grades 9 througli 12 
are much larger than those in schools offering other 
grade combinations, with an average of 119.1 pupils 
in each grade of such schools. Among elementary 
schools, the largest number of pupils per grade (42.1) 
is found in schools with grades 1 through 8. This is 
a grade pattern characteristic of Catholic schools, 
which have already been shown to be larger on the 
average than other typps of nonpublic schools. Tlie 
span of grades 1 to 9 shows an average of only 13.9 
pupils in each grade. Tliis could result from a pre- 
dominance of small Amish schools in this category. 
Amish schools, as welt as Mennonitc schools, fre- 
quently retain the 9th and sometimes the 10th grades 
in their elementary schools, thereby allowing their 
pupils to remain in school througliout the com- 
pulsory school attendance years without having to 
attend public high schools. TJie fact that th^y are 
located in sparsely populated rural areas contributes 
to the small size of most of their schools, as well as 
to the low grade enrollment. 
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Enrollment in Nonpublic Schools 



Enrollment by Level 

Although we estimate that there were about 
5,370,000 pupils (table i) attending nonpublic elemen- 
tary and secondary schools in 1970-71, the enrollment 
derived from schools responding to the Office of 
Education survey totaled 5,143,182 pupils. Of this 
number, 76.2 percent were reported as receiving elemen- 
tary-level instruction, and 23.8 percent were receiving 
instruction at the secondary level. The proportion of 
elementary enrollment to secondary enrollment varied 
among schools of different religious affiliations. For 
example, among Lutheran schools, 88.6 percent of the 
enrollment was at the elementary level; among Friends 
schools, only 54.0 percent of the enrollment was 
elementary (figure 1). 

When viewed as a portion of the whole, elementary 
enrollment in Roman Catholic schools represented 82.1 
percent (3,218,685 pupils) of all elementary enrollment 
in nonpublic schools (table G). Seven percent of 
the elementary pupils were in nonreligious-affiliated 
schools and 4.5 percent were in Lutheran schools. The 
remaining 6.4 percent of the elementary enrollment was 
in other types of nonpublic schools, ranging between 1.2 
percent of the total for Jewish schools, and 0.1 percent 
for schools not reporting their affiliation status. 

At the secondary level, Roman Catholic enrollment 
(75.0 percent, or 917,777 pupils) represented a lower 
proportion of the total than it did at the elementary 
level. Nonaffiliated schools were educating 15.2 percent 
of the secondary-level pupils; this was a much higher 
proportion of the total than among nonaffiliated ele- 
mentary schools. Among th^ remaining 9.8 percent of 
the schools, no single affiliation represented a significant 
proportion of the total secondary enrollment. The 
percentages among these schools ranged from 1.7 per- 
cent for Episcopal schools to 0.1 percent for Presby- 
terian schools. 

Enrollment by Affiliation of School 

Nationally, 80.4 percent of all nonpublic school 
enrollment represented m this report was in Roman 
Catholic schools (table H). However, there was consider- 



able regional variation in the proportion of pupils 
attending Catholic schools. In the Southeast, as little as 
56.6 percent of the nonpublic school enrollment was in 
Catholic schools, whereas, in the Mideast, 87.3 percent 
of the enrollment was in such schools. New York and 
Pennsylvania were the two Spates reporting the single 
largest numbers of pupils enrolled in Catholic schools- 
639,991 in New York and 453,913 in Pennsylvania. 

Enrollment in nonaffiliated schools represented 8.9 
percent of all nonpublic school pupils in the United 
States. Regionally, enrollment in these schools ranged 
from a high of 26.8 percent of all pupils in the Southeast 
to a low of 3.2 percent in the Great Lakes region. The 
largest enrollments in nonaffiliated ^;chools reported for 
individual States were in S^Hssissippi, with 47,271 pupils, 
and in New York, with 37,624 pupils. Two States, 
Nevada and Wyoming, reported no enrollment in nonaf- 
filiated schools. 

The highest percentage of pupils in other-than* 
Catholic affiliated schools were reported in the South- 
west region (19.2 percent); in New England, only 2.7 
percent of the pupils were attending other-affiliated 
schools. The largest number of children attending Jewish 
schools was found in New York; the 44,117 pupils 
enrolled in Jewish schools in that State represented 
nearly 70 percent of the nationwide enrollment in 
Jewish schools. A similar situation was found among 
Presbyterian schools, where 3,661 of the 7,489 children 
attending Presbyterian schools were in Mississippi. Other 
States reporting the highest enrollments for schools of 
particular affiliations were:

fewer than 500 pupils enitjiled (table I). Schools with 
100 to 299 pupils accounted for nearly one7third of all 
elementary enrollment, and represented the single largest 
percentage of elementary enrollment among the school 
sizes specified in table I. The next largest percentage of 
elementary pupils attended schools ranging in size from 
300 to 499 pupils (26.6 percent), followed by schools 
with 500 to 749 pupils (2 1 .4 percent). Only 1 .2 percent 
of the elementary pupils were enrolled in schools of 

I, 500 or more. 

In contrast to the pattern of elementary enrollment, 
61.6 percent of all secondary-level enrollment was in 
schools with 500 or more pupils. Tlie distribution of 
secondary-level enrollment by size of school was not as 
varied as at the elementary level. With the exception of 
very small schools of ?.md^?r 100 pupils, aiid very large 
schools of 1 ,500 or mere, Ihe percent of total secondary 
enrollment by size categories did not vary greatly. The 
findings ranged from a high of 21.7 percent in schools of 
500 to 749 pupils to a low of 14.4 percent in schools 
with 750 to 999 pupils. Only 1.8 percent of all 
secondary-level enrollment was in schools with fewer 
than 100 pupils; 9.3 percent was in schools with 1,500 
or more pupils. 

Enrollment by Gr^de 

Grades 1 . Through 12, An interesting pattern in non- 
public school enrollment emerges when the total 
numbers of pupils in each grade are compared. The 
number of pupils increases steadily for each grade from 
the preprimaiy level througli grade 6. Then a slight 
decreasing trend is evident each year from grade 6 to 
grade 8, followed by a large drop between grades 8 and 
9. Slight decreases continue between each of the grades 
from 9 to 12. 

Figure 2 illustrates the pattern of grade enrollment in 
nonpublic schools and contrasts it with public school 
grade enrollment by showing enrollment at each grade as 
a percent of the total. It can be seen that there was little 
variation between enrollments in grades 1 througli 9 in 
public schools, and decreasing enrollments for each 
grade above 9. This same figure also shows that 
differences between enrollment in each grade from 9 
ihrougli 12 were less pronounced in nonpublic schools 
than in public schools. 

Enrollment in nonpublic schools represented 10.1 
percent of all elementary and secondary school enroll- 
ment in 1970-71 (table J). However, this percentage 
varied from grade to grade. Between grades 1 and 6, the 
percentage of all enrollment in nonpublic schools varied 
from 10.3 to 11.8 percent, with grade 6 the 
highest. From this point, enrollment dropped slightly to

kindergarten level. Separately organized preprimary pro- 
grams are not included. The data herein therefore 
represent only 14.5 percent all 1970-71 nonpubhc 
school preprimary enrollment.^ Table J shows that 
among preprimary programs of the type included in this 
study, only 6.7 percent of the total enrollment was 
nonpublic,^ 

Regional variations in the percent of enrollments in 
preprimary programs operated by regular nonpubhc 
schools are indicated in table K, which compares 
preprimary enrollment with total enrollment in each of 
the eight regions. While 3,6 percent of the pupils in 
nonpublic schools were in preprimary programs nation- 
ally, 10.5 percent of the nonpublic school enrollment in 
the Southwest was at the preprimary level. The South- 
east reported 7.4 percent of all enrollment as prepri- 
mary, and the Far West reported 4.5 percent. The lowest 
percentage was in the Great Lakes region with 2,0 
percent. 

Of the 185,002 pupils reported in preprimary 
programs, 35,616 were enrolled in prekindergarten

(popularly referred to as "nursery schoor'). The highest 
proportion of prekindergarten to total preprimary en- 
rollment was reported in the Far West (26.2 percent). In 
the Plains and Southeast regions, over 20 percent of the 
preprimary enrollment was at the prekindergarten level. 
Prekindergarten enrollment represented the lowest pro- 
portion of preprimary enrollment in the Great Lakes 
region (14.1 percent), which was also the region with the 
lowest percentage of its nonpublic school pupils in 
preprimary programs. 

Enrollment by Minority Group 

In 1970-71, 10.1 percent of the pupils enrolled in 
nonpublic schools belonged to one of four specified 
minority groups; viz., American Indian, Negro, Oriental, 
or Spanish-surnamed American (figure 3). During the 
same school year, 20.9 percent of the pupils enrolled in 
public schools were classified as members of these 
minority groups (table L). The greatest percentage 
spread between public and nonpublic school minority 
enrollment was found in the Southeast. In that region, 
29.2 percent of the public school pupils belonged to 
minority groups, whereas 11.6 percent of the pupils in 
nonpublic schools were members of minority groups.

Tlie next greatest difference was found in the Mideast 
region with 22.0 percent minority enrollment in public 
schools and 9.8 percent in nonpublic schools. Only the 
Rocky Mountain region showed a higher percentage of 
minority group enrollment in nonpublic than in public 
schools, 15.7 and 11.7 percent, respectively. This is 
largely attributable to a much higher enrollment rate of 
Spanish-surnamed Americans in nonpublic schools than 
in public schools. 

Nationally, 4.8 percent of the pupils enrolled in 
nonpublic schools were Negroes, while 4.3 percent were 
Spanish-surnamed Americans (tablp 26). Pupils of Ori- 
ental origin represented 0.6 percent of the total nonpub- 
lic school enrollment, and American Indians comprised 
0.4 percent. The highest representation of any one 
minority group within a State was found in Hawaif, 
where 48.5 percent of the pupils were Oriental. In New 
Mexico, 46.1 percent of the nonpublic school pupils 
were Spanish-surnamed Americans. American Indians 
represented the largest proportion of the total nonpublic 
school enrollment in Alaska (41.8 percent), while Negro 
enrollment was highest in the District of Columbia, 
where it represented 39.8 percent of the total. 



The proportion of minority group enrollment also 
varied by school locality. Among inner city schools, 35.5 
percent of the enrollment was composed of minority 
group pupils, of whom nearly two-thirds were Negro. In 
each of the other three types of localities, less than 10 
percent was minority enrollment. Suburban nonpublic 
schools had the lowest percentage of minority group 
enrollment, with 4.3 percent; this included 1.6 percent 
Negro pupils and 2.0 percent Spanish-surnamed Ameri- 
cans (table 28). 

Differences were also observed in the proportion of 
minority group pupils in schools by the number of years 
the school had been in operation (table 28). Minority 
enrollment represented the lowest percentage of total 
enrollment in those schools that had been in operation 
less than 16 years. In those schools; between 6.6 and 8.3 
percent of the pupils belonged to minority groups, 
depending on the specific age category of the schools 
(table 29). Schools older than 120 years had 9.5 percent 
minority enrollment, while schools in operation for' 
periods from 16 to 120 years reported between 10.6 and 
1 1.9 percent of their enrollment as belonging to min- 
ority groups.

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Teachers and Pupil-Teacher Ratios 



Number of Nonpublic School Teachers'* 

During the 1970-71 school year, 216,825, or 9.5 
percent, of the elementary and secondary school 
teachers in the United States were employed in non- 
public schools. Two-thirds of the group were teacliing in 
the elementary grades, and the remainder at the 
secondary level. 

There .were 145,946 elementary-level teachers em- 
ployed by nonpublic schools. Of this number. 19,211 
were in nonaffiliated schools, 105,381 in Roman 
Catholic schools, and 21,354 in the remaining types of 
nonpublic schools. Nonpublic elementary teachers repre- 
sented 1 1.4 percent of all elementary school teachers in 
the U.S. during the 1970-71 school year (tables 8 and 
M). 

Among the various States, the percent teaching in 
nonpublic elementary iichools ranged from LO percent 
of the total in Alaska to 18.8 percent in Rhode Island. 
New York State had the greatest number of elerhentary 
teachers working in nonpublic schools, 19,826, repre- 
senting 17.8 percent of the elementary-level teachers in 
that State. Schools in Alaska reported only 24 nonpublic 
school teachers, and Nevada reported only 68. These 
two States had by far the smallest numbers of elemen- 
tary teachers in nonpublic schools. 

There were 70,879 secondary teachers in nonpublic 
schools. Of these, 17,181 were in nonaffiliated schools, 
44,206 were in Roman Catholic schools, and 9,492 
represented all other types of nonpublic schools com- 
bined. Of all the States, New York had the greatest 
number of secondary teachers, numbering 10,040, fol- 
lowed by Pennsylvania with 6,269. Nonpublic school 
teachers represented lO.S.percent of the total number of 
secondary teachers in New York and 10.3 percent in 
Pennsylvania. Connecticut, the District ot' Columbia, and 
New Hampshire had the greatest proportions of secon- 
dary teachers employed by nonpublic schools-16.0 
percent in each. Wyoming had the lowest proportion, 
0.7 percent, and also the smallest number, 16 teachers, 
(tables 9 and N).

Pupil-Teacher Ratios by Affiliation of School 

The average elementary pupil-teacher ratio in non- 
public schools was 26,9. In nonaffiliated schools the 
ratio was 14.2, while that in Catholic schools was 30.5, 
the highest ratio for all types of nonpublic schools. 
Tlie next highest pupil-teacher ratio, 24.2, was in the 
Lutlieran elementary schools. Friends schools reported 
the lowest elementary ratio, with 13.1 pupils for 
every teacher, Je\yish and Episcopal schools also re- 
ported relatively PonV -.elementary pupil-teacher ratios, 
15.2 and 15.5, respectively (table 10). 

At the secondary level, the overall pupil-teacher 
ratio in nonpublic schools was 17.3 (table 11). The 
ratio was 10.8 in nonreligious-affiliated schools, while 
it was 20.8, neariy twice as high, in Roman Catholic 
schools. As at the elementary level, the Friends 
schools had the lowest ratio at the secondary level, 
with one teacher for every 8.9 pupils. The average 
secondary pupil-teacher ratios in other aggregations of 
schools ranged from 9.6 in Episcopal scl?ools to 19.9 
in Christian Reformed schools (table 11). It should 
be noted that within the stated range of secondary 
pupil-teacher ratios the variations between specific 
affiliations were not great. 

Figure 4 contrasts the proportion of the total 
number of pupils and teachers in nonaffiliated 
schools to the proportion in affiliated schoob, for 
each of the eight regions. It can be seen that affiliaied 
schools have an overall higher percentage of the total 
number of pupils than of the total number of 
teachers. 

Changing Pupil-Teacher Ratios 

Since 1960-61, the elementary pupil-teacher ratio in 
nonpublic schools has dropped from 37.5 to 26.9, with 
the most noticeable decline occurring among Roman 
Catholic elementary schools (table 0). The pupil-teacher 
ratio in these schools was 41.7 in 1960-61 and 30.5 in 
1970-71. A slight increase in the pupil-teacher ratio of 
nonaffiliated schools can be noted for the same 10-year 
period, rising from 12.3 in 1960-61 to 14.2 in 1970-7|, 
Remaining types of nonpublic schools showed a slight

decrease in the average number of pupils per teacher, 
i.e., from 22.1 in 1960-61 to 20.1 in 1970-71. The 
overall lowering of the nonpublic school elementary 
pupil-teacher ratio has brouglit it more closely in line 
with the pupil-teacher ratio found in the public 
schools. While, in 1960-61, there were nine more 
pupils to every teacher in nonpublic schools than in 
public schools, by 1970-71, the average nonpublic 
elementary school teacher was instructing only three 
more pupils than his counterpart In the public school 
system. 

The 1970-71 secondary pupil-teacher ratio of 17.3 
in nonpublic schools was sllglitiy lower than the 18.8 
ratio reported in 1960-61. Recognizable change 
among nonpublic secondary school pupil-teacher 
ratios during the 10-year period is noticeable only for 
Roman Catholic schools, which registered 20.8 in 
1970-71 as compared to 22.5 in 1960-61. The pupil- 
teacher ratios in nonaffiliated schools (10.8) and 
other affiliated schools (12.6) for 1970-71 sliowed 
little difference from the ratios reported for such 
schools in 1960-61. The secondary level pupil-teacher 
ratio in public schools in 1970-71 was 19.8, con- 
tinuing at a level somewhat higher than the average 
fpr nonpublic schools. 
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Profile of Nonpublic Schools 



Locality of Sclhools 

Nearly half (44.3 percent) of the Natioifs non- 
public schools were^ Jo^ated within urban ^?tJas (major 
cities with populations df 50,0QO ox mOte), with 50.7 
percent of the nonpublic school .pupils attending 
tliese schools (table P). Another 24.6 percent of the 
schools and 29.4 percent of the pupils were found to 
be in suburban areas near such cities. The remaining 
31.1 percent of the schools were in small towns or 
rural areas; they accounted for only 19.9 percent of 
all nonpublic school pupils. 

Of all types of nonpublic schools, Jewish schools 
were the most predominantly urban in nature, with 
nearly three-quarters of their number located in urban 
areas; about 40 percent of the Jewish schools were 
located in the inner city and one-third in other urban 
areas. Over half of the Methodist and Episcopali4n 
schools also were in urban areas. About 47 percent of 
the Roman Catholic schools were located in urban areas, 
with two-thirds of (hat group located in the inner city. 
The remaining half of the Catholic schools were divided 
between the suburbs and small towns, with the latter 
predominant. 

In contrast to the above-mentioned groups of schools, 
most of the schools operated by the Society of Friends 
(32 of 44), the Seventh-day Adventists (476 of 655),. 
and the Christian Reformed affiliates (107 of 143)

tended to be located in suburban or less heavily 
populated areas. Only a single Friends school was 
reported to be located in the inner city. 

Curriculums of Secondary Schools 

Responses to the survey indicated that nonpublic 
secondary schools continue to emphasize college prep- 
aratory curriculums over, other types of curriculums. In 
1970-71, 1,294 of the 3,467 responding schools with 
secondary-level instruction were offering only a college

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preparatory curriculum, while an additional 814 schools 
were offering one other curriculum in addition to the 
college preparatory (table 31), There were a reported 
1,025 comprehensive higli schools (i.e., schools offering 
three or more types of higli school curriculums), while 
only 211 of the nonpublic secondary schools offered a 
general curriculum exclusively. 

Table 31 illustrates the curriculum orientation in 
tlic various types of nonpublic secondary schools. 
Roman Catholic schools, which represent the majority 
of nonpublic secon(k,fy schools, tended to be almost 
evenly divided between college preparatory schools 
and comprehensive higli schools, with 448 offering 
college preparatory curriculums only, 432 offering 
college preparatory in addition to one other curricu- 
lum, and 820 offering three or more curriculums. In 
contrast to this. Friends and Episcopalian schools 
were almost exclusively college-oriented, with 22 of 
27 Friends secondary schools and 96 of the 129 
Espiscopal secondary schools offering a college pre- 
paratory curriculum only. Among the 1,034 nonaf- 
filiated secondary schools, 593 offered only a college 
preparatory curriculum, and an additional 193 offered 
a collcg; preparatory curriculum plus one other. 
There were 98 schools offering a genera! curriculum 
only and 89 comprehensive higli schools among the 
nonaffiliated schools. 

Christian Reformed schools tended to be of a more 
comprehensive nature than other types of nonpublic 



schools; 10 of the J 8 reporting schools offered three or 
more curriculums, and five offered a college preparatory 
curriculum in addition to one other. No Christian 
Reformed schools were reported as exclusively college 
preparatory. In comparison to other types of nonpublic 
schools, a higher proportion of Seventh-day Adventist 
and "other affiliated" schools offered a general curricu- 
lum only; 39 of the 155 Seventh-day Adventist schools 
and 27 of the 1 1 1 **other affiliated" schools offered this 
single curriculum. 

Contributions from Public Agencies 

Over a sixth (17.7 percent) of the responding 
nonpublic schools reported that they received no contri- 
butions from public ;^gencies for use in their educational 
programs during 1970-71 (tables 0 and 32). Of the 
remaining schools, the majority received support for 
health services and instructional materials. About two- 
fifths of the schools were receiving pupil transportation 
assistance and roughly a third were participating in a 
school lunch program (figure 6). 

Affiliated schools, as a group, seemed to participate 
more frequently in governsnent-assisted programs than 
nonaffiliated schools. However, fewer than half of the 
schools affiliated with the Baptist, Presbyterian, Episco- 
palian, or Seventh-day Adventist churches reported the 
receipt of public funds for any of the various aspects of 
school operation.

More Roman Catholic schools than any other type of 
school participated in programs assisted with public 
funds. Ninety-five percent of the Catholic schools 
reported the receipt of public contributions, with more 
than three«fifths of them receiving assistance in the 
provision of health services and instructional materials. 
Lowest participation was reported by the Christian 
Reformed (Calvinist) schools. 

Over a fifth (22.5 percent) of the nonpublic schools 
indicated that they were receiving public agency contri- 
butions for purposes other than those specified on the 
survey form. For the most part, this "other" category 
appearing in tables Q and 32 has reference to the school 
milk program of the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

Special Programs Offered by Nonpublic Schools 

The nonpublic school survey form contained a check 
list of special programs aimed at certain pupil target 
groups. A review of responses to this check list indicates 
that 60.9 percent of the schools provided none of the 
special programs (table R). This finding essentially 
reflects the situation in religious-affiliated schools. Only 
39.2 percent of the Catholic schools and 27.3 percent of 
oJher-affiliaJed schools were offering special programs. 
Among nonaffiliated schools, on the other hand, 58.4 
percent reported that they o/Tered one or more pro- 
grams for specified target groups; however, it should be 
kept in mind that the latter group of schools represents 
only 15 percent of all nonpublic schools. 

Nonaffiliated schools most frequently offered pro* 
grams for the acadomically talented (37 J percent of 
such schools), with fewer programs designed for the 



handicapped (15.8 percent) and the educationally disad- 
vantaged (11.5 percent). Among religious-affiliated 
schools other than Catholic, major emphasis was also 
placed on programs for the academically talented (15.1 
percent), with compensatory education programs (8.8 
percent) occurring next infrequently. The stress upon 
programs for the academically talented was particularly 
notable amoog^ Friends, Jewish, and Episcopal schools. 
This orientation reflects the traditional purpose of the 
so-called '^preparatory academies," which were designed 
to qualify an elite group of students for higher educa- 
tion. 

By contrast, in Roman Catholic schools, the emphasis 
was directed toward compensatory education programs; 
25 percent of these schools offered ^uch programs in 
1970-71. In some cases, the stress placed on compensa- 
tory education in Catholic schools is due to their 
location in inner-city areas from which their traditional 
clientele has departed for other neighborhoods; this is 
particularly characteristic of inner-city schools operated 
by Roman Catholic parishes. 

As in previous surveys of the nonpublic schools, it 
seems evident in this survey that the nonpublic schools 
as a whole are providing little in the areas of vocational- 
technical programs, continuing education, or bilingual 
education. 

The Typical School-Nonpublic and Public 

In 1970-71, every 10th child in the United States was 
enrolled in a nonpublic school. The average nonpublic 
school had 292 pupils (table B) enrolled, with 12 
teachers employed to instruct them. About 10 percent 
of (he pupils in the school were members of a minority 
group. The distribution of elementary and secondary 
pupils to teachers was such that at the elementary level

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the pupil-teacher ratio was 26.9, while at the secondary 
level tlie ratio was 17.3. There was an 80-percent 
probability that the school offered elementaiy-level 
instruction. 

The remaining 90 percent of the elementary and 
secondary pupils were enrolled in public schools. On the 
average, a child enrolled in a public school during 
1970-71 attended a school with an enrollment size of 



505 and a teaching staff of 23. An average of 20 percent 
of the pupils enrolled in a public school were of a 
minority group. There was a 70 percent chance that the 
school offered elementary-level instruction. If the child 
was in an elementary grade, his teacher was instructing 
an average of 24.3 pupils, wliile secondary teachers were 
instructing 19.8 pupils.

Reproduction of Survey Form 
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1. DEFINITIONS 



A SCHOOL is a unit organized with one or more 
teachers to give instruction of a defined type, and 
is housed in a school plant of one or more build- 
ings. More than one school may be hi:)used in one 
school plant or building, as is the case where sep- 
arately administered elementary and secondar)' pro- 
grams are housed in the same plant. Excluded from 
this study are exclusively preprimary schools, 
schools which offer evening programs only, and 
schools which offer training in specific skills (e.g., 
reading clinics and business or vocational schools) 
rather than an academic curriculum. 

NONPUBLIC schools are schools controlled by a 
nonpublic entity and supported by means other than 
public taxation or public grants. They include: (1) 
parochial schools; (2) privately operated schools for the 
deaf, blind, mentally retarded, or students with other 
types of physical or mental exceptionality, for whom 
education equivalent to that of the public elementary or 
secondary schools is provided; (3) fi'v wO college pre- 
paratory schools or military academii.j; * "Hnishing** 
schools; and (5) laboratory schools of ;:,nvace colleges 
and universities. 

The definition of ELEMENTARY or SECONDARY 
was the prerogative of each respondent to the survey 
questionnaire. A number of elementary schools reported 
that they were offering 9th- and occasionally lOth- 
grade work in 1970-71, possibly as a temporary ex- 
pedient. Such reporting was accepted as entered by the 



respondent althougli traditionally no education beyond 
the eighth-grade level is considered elementary. 

When both elementary and secondary reports were 
received on a single form OE-2325 for a non-Catholic 
school, the school was recorded as a COMBINED school. 
In the counts of both elementary and secondary schools 
for historical tables, such combined schools appear in 
each category. The survey instrument adapted by the 
National Catholic Education Association for the collec- 
tion of 1970-71 data did not allow for the reporting of 
such combined Catholic schools. 

The number of TEACHERS is shown in FULL-TIME 
EQUIVALENTS (PTE's). Tliis means that the number 
of full-time teaching positions is shown, rather than the 
number of individuals filling the teaching positions. For 
example, a principal who teaches half days would be 
counted as 0.5 of a full-time-equivalent teacher. Two 
.preprimar>' teachers, each working half days, would be 
counted as 1.0 full-time-equivalent teacher. A music 
teacher work/ng only two haJf days a week would be 
counted as 0.2 of a full-time-equivalent teacher. 

The RELIGIOUS AFFILIATION of a school indi- 
cates the particular denomination which exercises fi- 
nancial and administrative control, which nominally 
sponsors the school, or to whose general philosophy the 
school adheres in varying degree. The respondent's 
interpretation of whether a ' "^l is affiliated according 
to these terms was accepted. Included among the Roman 
Catholic schools are those of the Byzantine Rite. 
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11. TECHNICAL APPENDIX 



This report is based on the data obtained in a survey 
conducted during the 1970-71 school year covering 
those elementary and secondary schools in the United 
States and the District of Columbia which were con- 
trolled by a nonpublic entity and were supported by 
mean; other than public taxation or public grants. 

The data for the Catholic schools were collected by 
the National Catholic Educational Association under a 
U.f.. Office of Education grant, TJie population frame of 
CMholic schools was generated from information sup- 
plied by the various dioceses reporting to the National 
Catholic Educational Association. For purposes of this 
survey, each diocese was responsible for reporting all 
Roman Catholic and Byzantine Rite schools located 
within its boundaries, whether or not they were actually 
operated by the diocese. 

Data for the other-than-Catholic schools were col- 
lected by a separate contractor" to the U.S. Office of 
Education. The population frame for this sector was 
developed from the list of schools that had responded to 
the 1968-69 U.S. Office of Education survey of non- 
public schools. A variety of sources were used to update 
this frame; most prominent among these were directories 
published by State education agencies and by organiza- 
tions representing nonpublic schools. 

Response and Treatment of Nonresponse 

Catholic Schools. An overall response rate jf 95 
percent was attained for the Catholic schools. The 
degree of response varied from State to State as shown 
in table Il-a. No attempt was ir.ade to obtain informa- 
tion about the characteristics of the 579 nonresponding 
Catholic schools. Accordingly, as noted in the text, only 
responding Catholic schools are represented in this 
report. Table II«a provides a guide as to the extent to 
which individual States and individual cells of tables in 
this report may be underreported. 

Non-Cctholic Schools, For the non-CathoJic schools, 
an initial response ^ rate of 78 percent was obtained 
^ihrough the use of two mail, one telegram, and one 
telephone foUowup, as shown in table Il-a. In order to 
derive estimates of the characteristics of all non-Catholic 
schools at the national and regional levels a sample of 
the nonrespondcnts was selected for personal visit by 
interviewers. For this purpose a sample of 325 nonre- 



sponding schools was selected stratified by State, with 
the following exceptions. Six Slates with fewer than five 
non respondent non-Catholic schools were omitted from 
the nonresponse followup (Kans^is, Nevada, North 
Dakota, Rliode Island, West Virginia, and Wyoming). In 
addition, as the sample was to be conducted by inter- 
viewers who were to visit the sampled schools, an ad- 
ministrative decision was n'lade not to include in the 
sampling frame those fchools that did not respond from 
Alaska and Hawaii. Because their status ts unknown, the 
26 nonrespondent schools in these eight States are 
excluded from the estimated total population of schools 
shown in table Il-a. 

A check was completed for all 325 schools in the 
nonrespondent sample as to whether they met the 
definitions fc^r inclusion in the survey and were 
operating during the survey year. Forty-two of the 325 
were found to be out of scope, or closed during the 
survey year. (This includes listings found to represent 
duplicates.) Survey forms were completed for 253 of the 
283 operating schools; the reniaining 30 operating 
schools refused to participate in the survey. 

Estimates of Numbers of Nonpublic Schools, Table 
Il-b is presented for purposes of comparison with text 
tables and br-^^c tables. In table Il-b, the estimated total 
number of nonpublic schools operating in 1970-71 is 
shown by region and affiliation, and a percentage 
distribution by affiliation .is shown. This may be 
compared with text table C to obtain a measure of the 
overall significance of the 5-percent Catholic nionre- 
sponse rate. Tables of general statistics for all schools by 
affiliation and by region and State are based on the 
.15,464 records contained in the data file. These records 
represent the estimated total of 16,453 schools (10,770 
Catholic and 5,683 non-Cathol^,c) which constitutes the 
population surveyed. Tables based on the classification 
of schools by characteristics Ok' minority enrollment are 
derived only from those records having a response to the 
particular classification. The r.umber of schools repre- 
sented in the tabulations is shown in the ^^Records 
Used" headnote to each basic table. 

Estimates of Item Totals 

Estimation Procedure. Estimates of totals for non- 
Catholic schools presented in this report were made on a

Kern Nonresponse. In addition to school nonresponse 
in the survey, there may also be nonresponse to 
particukr items for a responding school. No adjustments 
were made for this type of nonresponse and this is 
reflected in the counts for **records used" which appears 
at the top of each tabJe. 

Reliability of tke Estimates for Non-Catholic Schools. 
Since the estimate^i for non-Catholic schools in this report 
are based in pai'^ upon w sample foliowup, they are subject 
to sampling error* Approximate measures of sampling vari* 
ability are show<ii in table U-c for estimates of numbers of 
pupils and teachers in non-Catholic schools by geographic 
region and for the United States. The coefficients of vari- 
ation, or relative sampling errors, shown in table II*c, are 
measures such that the chances are about two out of three 
that the estimate would not differ from the results of a 
survey including foliowup of all nonresponding schools by 
more than tlie percent shown. The coefficient of variation 
does not include any measure ofsystematic error or biases 
in the data. 

Catholic Schools, The data for Catholic schools in 
this report are not subject to sampling error but are 
subject to underreporting as indicated in table Il-a. 



All Nonpublic Schools, The estimates for all non- 
public schools in this report are subject to sampling error 
due to th^ sample estimates for the non-Catholic 
schools. Coefficients of variation for estimates of pupils 
and teachers in ail nonpublic schools are also shown in 
table II-c. The estimates for all nonpublic schools are 
also subject to underreporting, due to tlie underre- 
porting of Catholic schools, which is no^l measured by 
the coefficient of variation. At the regional and U.S. 
levels, the effects of the underreporting of Catholic 
schools are probably greater than the effects of the 
sampling variability for non-Catholic schools. Their 
relative impacts at the State level vary from State to 
State as suggested by table Il-a. 

Illustration of Use of Coefficient of Variation Table, 
Table 6 of this report shows that there W5re an 
estimated 185,798 non-Catholic pupils in the Great 
Lakes region. Table II-c shows the approximate coef- 
ficient of variation for this item to be 2.7 percent. The 
chances are about two out of three that the figure of 
185,798 would not differ by more than 5,000 (i.e., 2.7 
percent of 185,798) from the results of a complete 
census of the non-Catholic schools. 

The chances are also about two out of three that the 
estimated total number of pupils in this region, 
1,334,280, would not differ by more than 5,000 (which 
represents a coefficient of variation of 0.4% on the 
regional total) due to sampling variability. It should be 
noted in ^tdditfon, however, that the total number of 
pupils is underreported since no adjustment was made 
for the number of pupils in the 60 Catholic schools in 
the Great Lakes region (representing 1.5% of the 
nonpublic schools in the region) that were not included 
in the survey. 

Computation of Coefficients of Variation, The vari- 
ance of an estimated total number of pupils or teachers 
in a region is the sum of the variances of the estimates
